Stevens told a recent 
council staff review of the budget that 
the city had accepted a petition bv 
hundreds of senior citizens as a mandate 
that they wanted to see some kind of ear 
ly result on the project 
The council last November allocate 
$100 OOO from 
1976 77 Community 
Development Block (irant funds toward 
the senior citizen facility, bringing the 
total earmarked for this purpose to 
$200 OOO The other $100,000 had been se! 
aside from revenue sharing funds 
earlier 
The petition that the senior citizens 
presented to the council in December 
when the final decision on block grant 
fund application amounts was made 
specified a preference for a new struc 
lure 
Former M avor Art Scott appointed the 
Civic Building Committee to look *nto all 
of the city's public building need*’ and 
specifically how the seniors* wish* s v. th 
regard to their facility could bt* ny 
plemcnted 
Preliminary checking into building 
costs indicated that the available funds 
would not build and furnish a facility that 
would be adequate for the seniors needs 
Interest had been expressed in having, 
bennies a meeting hall, game rooms din 
mg facilities and the like, offices for 
such senior-related services as Social 
Security, Medical. Community Action 
Commission and similar agencies 
In view of the revelation that the 
$200 OOO would not be able to provide a 
structure of sufficient size to house 
everything that was wanted for the 
facility, the building committee began to 
look at alternatives 
tine (rf these was to consider the 
purchase of an existing facility and this 
led to an offer being made to the city bv 
the Knights id Pvthtas for the purchase 
of its lodge hall on Laurel Avenue 
fbi' offer was for USO OOO which in­ 
cluded the 6 OOO square foot lodge 
building a small residence and parking 
facilities 
It also included a provision 
whereby the K of P could lease the 
facility periodically for its own func­ 
tions 
City Attorney Alan I) Davidson told 
The Record that at one of the meetings 
of the building committee 
Dr 
Barry 
Coughlin, chairman of the Commission 
on Aging, had reported that he and 
several representatives of senior citizen 
groups in the community had toured the 
Knights of Pythias building and expres 
led “ a high degree of enthusiasm’’ for 
the prospect of acquiring it as a senior 
facility 


At the council meeting of April 20, 
Alberta Morgan reminded the council of

County housing problems worsen

"Housing IS getting tighter 
everywhere, and it comes out 
worse for those at the bottom of 
the spectrum,” says John Atha, 
the County-Cities Area Plann­ 
ing Council technician who is in 
the process of developing a 
regional housing element 
covering the entire Santa Bar­ 
bara County 
While Alba is working toward 
alleviating a housing problem 
involving occupants of the 
flularte Tract adjacent to the 
city of Guadalupe, and provides 
assistance to the county ad­ 
ministrative office on Frsleral 
housing community develop 
ment programs he is not work­ 


ing on the migrant farm worker 
housing problem that was ex­ 
ploded Monday before the 
Board of Supervisors 
"Migrant farm housing is a 
different problem from what 
we are working on,” he 
declared " I don't know of any 
county agency set up to deal 
with that problem ” 
The Board of Supervisors — 
after hearing reports Monday 
that a crisis is brewing in 
county farm labor camps over 
housing provided workers by 
the growers — referred the 
housing problem faced by low- 
income p«*rson8 in north county 
areas to .Supervisors Harrell 
Fletcher and Francis H Beat­ 


tie, in whose districts the 
problems are most acute 
It was indicated at the super­ 
visors’ session that the north 
county board members would 
contact the County Health 
Department and Atha, along 
with the County Housing 
Authority, 
to determ ine 
positive steps to better the 
housing picture for those least 
able to afford decent housing 
The supervisors were told 
that people "are living in cars 
and garages” in some north 
county areas, with others — in­ 
cluding families - facing being 
tum«*d out on the streets 
Confirmation of the wretched 
conditions existing in the Santa 


Maria and Guadalupe areas 
came from Congressman 
Robert Lagomarsino and Super­ 
visor Fletcher, who toured 
areas of concern last week with

The day before she was 
transferred on a few minutes 
notice from a hospital in 
Redwood City, where she was 
treated for a iung ailment and 
malnutrition, to the minimum 
security facility at Pleasanton 


The abrupt, unannounced 
transfers appeared to be 
security measures Miss Hearst 
has been denounced as a turn 
coat bv radicals 
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Ford's campaign stand with farmers 


WASHINGTON (U P I) 
President Ford met with the 
members of the Newspaper 
Farm Editors of America who 
have just wound up their annual 
meeting, and his replies to 
questions gave some indication 
of how he sees his campaign 
position with farmers 
Ford told the editors that 
although farmers make up only 
between 5 to 6 per cent of the 
population of this country, the 
volume of agriculture products 
they turn out each year gives 
them an importance beyond 
their actual numbers 
The President did not give 
any details of what shape the 
farm plank of his platform may 
take He said the views of Iowa 
Gov 
Robert Ray, who is 
chairman of the entire platform 
committee, would have a 
“ significant impact” on the 
final shape of his farm policy 
for the November election 
Ford was asked if last year’s 
export embargoes would be an 
elec tion issue and he said that 
he had done well in the Illinois 
primary, where they might 
have been expected to cost 
some votes 


The President said his oppo­ 
nent 
former California Gov 
Ronald Reagan, has indicated 
he would do away with all farm 
subsidies and “ use the 
withholding of sales for export 
commodities to achieve certain 
foreign policy objectives 
“I would never use the export 
of our agricultural com­ 
modities as a pawn in inter­ 
national relations,M Ford said 
“ That s the policy and it s dif­ 
ferent than my neighbor s 
policy ” 
The President was also asked 
if Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz would remain in his post if 
he was re-elected 
Ford praised Butz as “ an out* 
standing 
secreta ry 
of 
agriculture” but ducked a 
direct answer He said he had 
not specifically discussed 
Butz s plans for next year with 
the* secretary, but did say he 
would have a difficult time 
finding another secretary with 
as good qualifications 
The Ford administration is at 
odds with Congress again over 
the Food Stamp program, 
which ranking Agriculture 
Department officials say has 


kept the department from get­ 
ting more money for research 
and other uses since it and 
other food programs represent 
65 per cent of the department's 
budget 


The issue this time is a shor­ 
tage of funds to pay the costs of 
food stamps between June 30 
and the time when the govern­ 
ment switches over to a new 
starting date for the fiscal year 
on Oct 
I 
Estimates of the 
deficit for that three-month 
period run as high as $500 
million 


New regulations for food 
stamps are now being drafted 
that would drop as many as 5 
million persons from the 
program and cut costs The 
regulations are certain to be the 
subject of court suits to dis­ 
allow them, 


In the meantime, the 
I )ei*ocra tic-controlled 
Congress wants the administra­ 
tion to ask for funds to make up 
the deficit The administration 
doesn't want to ask for the 
money, but instead rely on the 
new regulations 


Sen 
Hubert Humphrey. D- 
Minn., sent Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz a letter 
last week asking for a rundown 
of the costs and what should be 
done to meet a deficit 
Humphrey suggested the best 
solution was to ask Congress for 
the funds

committee ’ the Santa Ynez 
Valley General Plan Advisory 
Committee which Slater had 
named before Beattie s district 
was expanded into Santa Ynez 
Valley in mid-January 
Then* seemed a good pos­ 
sibility — in view of the com­ 
ments received by the board 
Monday — that neither group 
would care to endorse the 
proposal advanced by the Park 
Commission and Parks Direc­ 
tor Michael Patios 


Beattie said he had a 
‘ number of phone calls both for 
and against'' the proposal, and 
other critical comments have 
come to the board from Robert 
Hunt. County Farm Bureau ex­ 
ecutive secretary. 
Rita Naman and Jake 
Burchardi, Santa Ynez Valley 
residents, told the board Mon­ 
day that they could see nothing 
but added trouble if the park 
were opened to trailers, 
camper vehicles and mobile 
homes for vacation or weekend 
stays 
Naman said the people of 
Santa Ynez Valley “ can’t get 
into Cachuma Recreational 
Area or Gaviota Beach Park 
now as they are filled up with 
people from Los Angeles 
She 
predicted out-of-county people 
would fill up Nojoqui Falls park 
also, and have a severe en­

Burchardi expressed similar

George Steinbrenner the Yankees 
principal owner forgot all about Andy Messersmith, par 
tk-ularh atter the Atlanta Braves signed him and occupied 
himself with other things

On Tuesday Steinbrenner produced a photocopy of the 
checks Paul paid for during the seven hours the two Yankee
